If the attorney 
general rules the Dorena-E a st 
Prairie-Holloway merger is in­ 
valid, it has been reported that 
legal action may be commenced 
to test the ruling.

t DAY FOB ALL AMERICANS 


Labor Day is such a familiar fixture on the 
national calendar that it is somewhat surpris­ 
ing to realize it is one of our most recent holi­ 
days. 
True, the first Labor Day was held in New 
York City as far back as 1882, and by 1894 Con­ 
gress had legalized the observance in the territor­ 
ies and District of Columbia. Yet only for the 
past 40 years have all the states officially ob­ 
served it. 
Four decades is a short time in the life of a na­ 
tion, even one so young as the United States. But 
Labor Day is firmly established as a national hab­ 
it. 
Undoubtedly this is because the holiday has 
come to mark the end of summer in our minds, 
with schools starting up immediately afterward 
and families split up into their various pursuits. 
It’s the last holiday until Thanksgiving, a 
long four-day weekend just made for a short 
trip or an outing, or perhaps it’s an opportunty 
to finish those chores around the house that have 
been put off all summer. 
This is 
so much the case that most of us 
never think of the original reason for the day— 
that it was established as a recognition of and 
tribute to the American laboring man. 
But 
though we can still call it Labor Day, it is no long­ 
er labor’s day. 
Very few, even those of us who carry union 
tards, will attend a labor rally today. Few cities 
have parades any more. Yet at one time, Labor 
Day was a magnet drawing folks downtown to the 
)ark to listen to the band and speeches and shoot 
)ff the fireworks left over from the Fourth ol 
Inly. 
On one hand, it is regrettable that the Amer­ 
ican scene has changed so much, that we tend 
lowadays to retreat from each other into oui 
mmediate families, that Labor Day has become 
i private public holiday. 
On the other hand, this change in Labor Day 
i part of the penalty of success for the labor 
movement—and for America. With recognition 
< >f labor has come the loss of certain militancy, a 
certain separateness from “other” American's. 
No, Labor Day is no longer labor’s day alone. It 
telongs to all Americans, for all of us are laborers 
n the sense that the work we do contributes to 
he country’s strength. 
Perhaps the name “Labor Day” is a little an- 
ichronistic in 1963, almost a misnomer. The word 
“labor” is not quite broad enough to encompass 
ihe meaning the holiday has acquired. 
It should have a name that tells the world just 
what free Americans have accomplished for the 
working man, what we have achieved in the way 
of the good things in life—not just material com 
forts but the basic freedoms so much of the world 
has never known. 
The name for this day should tell the world 
how we honor the working, doing, accomplish­ 
ing man by casually taking a day off from the 
routine, not by bassing ranks of uniformed lathe 
operators or high school cadets and 
parading 
them in front of our “maximum leaders.” 
Still, maybe we don’t really need a new name 
for the holiday. We all know what Labor Day 
means.

a booklet denouncing 
“colonialist oppression” bv Wes- 
. tern countries and describing 
| Soviet Russia as “ a brother­ 
hood of free and equal peoples.” 1 
No sooner had this outrageous 
piece of pro-Soviet propaganda 
i been released by UNESCO than 
it was proceed with a $3 million I 
agricultural aid project for the 
Soviet Union’s Cuban satellite. 
The United States, w'hich con­ 
tributes 40 percent of the Fund’s 
financial 
resources, 
rightly j 
protested against this outrage. ; 
But this was not sufficient to 
deter the U.N. Special Fund. 
Regardless of what anyone 
says, do not be deluded into 
thinking that this will not in­ 
volve 
U.S. dollars. 
Everyone 
knows that it will. 
The project involves the es­ 
tablishment of an agricultural 
experiment station in Havana 
Province that will be of assis­ 
tance to Red Cuba's collective 
farm operation. 
The U.S. 
government

properly takes the stand that 
this project constitutes aid and 
comfort for an enemy of free­ 
dom, for a regime that cruelly 
treats its own people and threat- j 
ens all the free nations of the 
Americas. 
It is not the amount of money 
that is to go to Fidel Castro. If 
it were one dollar, it would be 
too much. 
What counts is the 
principle 
of the thing. And the principle is j 
that the people of the United 
States should not be asked to 
contribute a single dime to the 
bloody Castro dictatorship. 
It is especially ironies! that 
the U.N. Special Fund wants 
to subsidize an 
agricultural 
project. 
Who will De the beneficiaries 
of foodstuffs grown under the 
program? Not the Cuban peo­ 
ple, certainly — not the Cubans 
languishing in 
Castro’s dung­ 
eons.

If there is one issue on which 
all good Americans feel strong­ 
ly, it is the Cuban issue. It 
should be clear that the U.S. 
public will not countenance fi­ 
nancial aid to the man md the 
regime that are our sworn ene­ 
my. 
The American people would 
not for an instant tolerate di 
rect financial assistance to Fi­ 
del Castro. 
It is certain that, if they know 
what is going on, they will not 
stand by while the U.N. Spec­ 
ial Fund is used as a secret 
pipeline to provide a Russian 
satellite in the Caribbean with 
money furnished by the people 
of the United States. 
Congress, as the source of op­ 
erating funds for all government 
projects, should proceed to is­ 
sue an ultimatum to the United 
Nations: “No money for Castro, 
or else.”

INFANT MORTALITY 
By Katherine B. Oettingrer 
iliief of the C hildren’s Bureau 
Washington 25.

The Nation’s large cities are 
facing difficulty in reducing the 
rate of infant mortality. 
Nearly 11 percent of all ba­ 
bies born in 1960 were born in 
ten of our largest cities. Yet on­ 
ly one of these — Ix>s Angeles 
— had a rate of infant deaths 
lower than the rate of 26.0 in­ 
fant deaths per 1,000 live births, 
registered for the country as a * 
whole. 


Tlie infant mortality rates by 
States show a great uneveness 
in the amount of progress we 
are making in cutting down on 
infant deaths, ranging from the 
low of 19.6 for Utah to a high 
of 41.6 for Mississippi. The Unit-1 
ed States is still tenth among 
countries in the world with pop-) 
ulations over 30,000 in reducing 
its infant mortality rate. In 1950, 
the United States ranked fourth 
among these nations. It should 
be pointed out that we have a 
smaller percentage of decrease 
since 1950 than any of the nine 
nations which rank above us in 
the United Nations listing. 


The 1960 infant death rate was 
slightly lower than 26.4 rate for 
1959, which represented a sav­ 
ing of the lives of more than 
1500 babies. 
We have always known that 
there is an association between 
infant mortality and the lower 
socio-economic levels. With the 
great increase in the numbers 
of families with low income now 
living in our large cities, wc 
could expect higher infant mor­ 
tality in these areas of concen­ 
tration. 
The large cities must take 
steps, as many are seeking to 
do, to improve their maternity 
care 
programs, 
increase 
the 
number of parental clinics, and 
make health services for moth­ 
ers and children accessible in 
those neighborhoods where fam­ 
ilies seem reluctant to take ad­ 
vantage of city-based resources. 
The cities must make a con­ 
certed effort to select 
wom­ 
en with complications of preg- 
gancv which endanger not only 
the mother’s life, but the life 
and healthy development of her 
baby. We know, for exam ple, 
that premature births are twice 
as likely to occur when mothers 
have inadequate parental care, 
and mental retardation occurs 
more frequently in premature 
births than in full-term births 
These 
women need 
thorough 
care not only during their pren­ 
atal period but during delivery 
and the post partum period.

1 DAY FOR A ll AMERICANS 


Labor Day is such a familiar fixture on the 
national calendar that it is somewhat surpris­ 
ing to realize it is one of our most recent holi­ 
days. 
True, the first Labor Day was held in New 
York City as far back as 1882, and by 1894 Con 
gress had legalized the observance in the territor­ 
ies and District of Columbia. Yet only for the 
past 40 years have all the states officially ob­ 
served it. 
Four decades is a short time in the life of a na­ 
tion, even one so young as the United States. But 
Labor Day is firmly established as a national hab­ 
it. 
Undoubtedly this is because the holiday has 
come to mark the end of summer in our minds, 
with schools starting up immediately afterward 
and families split up into their various pursuits. 
It’s the last holiday until Thanksgiving, a 
long four-day weekend just made for a short 
trip or an outing, or perhaps it’s an opportunty 
to finish those chores around the house that have 
been put off all summer. 
This is 
so much the case that most of us 
never think of the original reason for the day— 
that it w’as established as a recognition of and 
tribute to the American laboring man. 
But 
though we can still call it Labor Day, it is no long­ 
er labor's day. 
Very few, even those of us who carry union 
jards, will attend a labor rally today. Few cities 
have parades any more. Yet at one time. Labor 
Day was a magnet drawing folks downtown to the 
>ark to listen to the band and speeches and shoot 
iff the fireworks left over from the Fourth ot 
July. 
On one hand, it is regrettable that the Amer­ 
ican scene has changed so much, that we tend 
low’adays to retreat from each other into oui 
mmediate families, that Labor Day has become 
private public holiday. 
On the other hand, this change in Labor Day 
y part of the penalty of success for the labor 
lovement—and for America. With recognition 
■ >f labor has come the loss of certain militancy, a 
•ertain separateness from “other” Americans. 
No, Labor Day is no longer labor’s day alone. It 
telongs to all Americans, for all of us are laborers 
n the sense that the wTork we do contributes to 
he country’s strength. 
Perhaps the name “Labor Day” is a little an- 
ichronistic in 1963, almost a misnomer. The word 
“labor” is not quite broad enough to encompass 
the meaning the holiday has acquired. 
It should have a name that tells the world just 
what free Americans have accomplished for the 
working man, what we have achieved in the wav 
of the good things in life—not just material com 
forts but the basic freedoms so much of the world 
has never known. 
The name for this day should tell the world 
how we honor the working, doing, accomplish­ 
ing man by casually taking a day off from the 
routine, not bv bassing ranks of uniformed lathe 
operators or high school cadets and 
parading 
them in front of our “maximum leaders.” 
Still, maybe we don’t really need a new name 
for the holiday. We all know what Labor Dav 
means.

With more and more cars on the road all the time 
^pe have no right to be surprised when traffic deaths 
ofc a holiday weekend like Labor Day set a new record. 
It is staggering, however, to learn that there were 
abound a dozen crashes in which four or more persons 
lost their lives. There must also be some astonishment 
that roughly one tenth of all holiday fatalities oc- 
flrred in one state—California. 
We all ought to have seen and heard enough by now 
to realize that simply cautionary slogans like ‘ drive 
carefully” do not have much effect. The average driver 
thinks the warning is for the fellow behind him. 
New approcahes to the safety problem are needed. 
And, thankfully, a group of researchers at Harvard 
University is try’ng to provide some. 
They begin h T declining to apply the word “acci­ 
dent” to most automobile mishaps. They argue that 
^rtien all the relevant factors are known and under­ 
stood, what happened in a particular case may be 
shown to be almost a certain consequence. 
When they study individual cases, they explore 
much more thoroughly than do most police or traffic 
fnvestigators. 
They examine the condition of the roadway, the 
* ?ather, the visibility. They scan the car itself like 
lir crash investigators, looking for the faintest sign 
oi a flaw. 
They review everything about the driver, his psy­ 
chological state, the day and the hour of the “accci- 
ient.” 
The answers they come up with are often at sharp 
)dds with the formal reports filed by the authorities. 
They have even found proof of murder in matters 
officially dismissed as “routine.” 
Now it may be argued that this kind of safety in­ 
quiry is very costly and cannot be practiced exhaust­ 
ively by most states and cities. If this is so, then a con­ 
clusion must flow from that. 
It is that a substantial proportion of “accident re­ 
ports” are evidently inaccurate, and that safety anal­ 
yses based on them are misleading and not to be taken 
seriously. 
There are certain notable exceptions to the investi­ 
gative shortcomings here noted. But the Harvard re­ 
searchers have done enough to establish the superfi­ 
ciality of much accident reporting. They show that the 
causes of highway death are often complex and ob­ 
scure. 
Admittedly, highway authorities hard pressed by 
.atalities in volume can hardly duplicate in full the 
irocedure in commercial aviation—investigation of all 
mishaps ill massive detail. 
Yet the Harvard techniques perhaps deserve to be ap­ 
plied on a substantial “spot check” basis. For without 
Jeeper digging into the causes of such carnage as took 
olace Labor Day weekend, it is both silly and hypo­ 
critical to prepare lor the next holiday by urging ev­ 
eryone to “drive carefullv.”

What 
happens 1« overheated 
corn

process? 
Starch is the end product of corn 
wet milling. More than 5 billion 
pounds of starch are produced 
annually by the corn refining 
industry. About half of this pro­ 
duction is so ld as starch 
The 
other hall is converted to sugar 
and syrup. 
Overheated corn is undesirable 
for two reasons in ’he milling 
process. The first reason 
that 
the 
processor 
gets 
incomplete 
separation of starch and pro­ 
tein. In other words, there is 
too much protein in the starch 
and too much starch in the pro­ 
tein lowering the quality of both 
products. The oil bearing germ 
is also damaged by overheat­ 
ing, resulting in a lower yield 
of oils as well as a lower qua­ 
lity. Oil. too, has become an 
important use for corn in re­ 
cent years. 


The other principal damage to 
overheated corn is a pasting oi 
s’arch to gluten preventing ef­ 
ficient 
separation of the two. 
This m turn clog- sieves and 
filters in the milling machinery. 
Quite often it is necessary to 
stop the machiery and remove 
this pasty - corn by hand in or­ 
der to resume the gt inding and 
milling process. 


About 15 per cent of the an­ 
nua! corn production goes for 
industrial uses. 
These 
ndus- 
tries provide an important m ar­ 
ket for every corn grower. 
If 
corn producers are to continue 
to expect these corn industries 
to be an important market it is 
'o their advantage to furnish 
them the type and q u a lit y of pro­ 
duct they need. Therefore, ev­ 
ery' farmer, who uses a dryer 
should pay particular attention 
to how it is operated this year.

INFANT MORTALITY

The Nation’s large cities are 
facing difficulty in reducing the 
rate of infant m ortality. 
Nearly 11 percent of all ba­ 
bies born in 1960 were born in 
ten of our largest cities. Yet on­ 
ly one of these — Ix>s Angeles 
I — had a rate of infant deaths 
lower than the rate of 26.0 in­ 
fant deaths per 1,000 live births, 
registered for the country as a 
whole. 


Tlie infant m ortality rates by 
States show a great uneveness 
in the am ount of progress we 
are making in cutting down on 
infant deaths, ranging from the 
low of 19.6 for Utah to a high 
of 41.6 for Mississippi. The Unit­ 
ed States is still tenth among 
countries in the world with pop­ 
ulations over 30.000 in reducing 
Its infant m ortality rate. In 1950, 
the United States ranked fourth 
among these nations. It should 
be pointed out that we have a 
sm aller percentage of decrease 
since 1950 than any of the nine 
nations which rank above us In 
the United Nations listing. 


The 1960 infant death rate was 
slightly lower than 26.4 rate for 
1959. which represented a sav­ 
ing of the lives of more than 
1500 babies. 
We have always known that 
there is an association between 
infant m ortality and the lower 
socio-economic levels. With the 
great increase in the num bers 
of families with low income now 
living in our large cities, we 
could expect higher infant m or­ 
tality in these areas of concen­ 
tration. 


The large 
cities 
m ust take 
steps, as m any are seeking to 
do, to improve their m aternity 
care 
program s, 
increase 
the 
number of parental clinics, and 
m ake health services for moth­ 
ers and children accessible in 
those neighborhoods where fam ­ 
ilies seem reluctant to take ad­ 
vantage of citv-based resources. 
The cities m ust m ake a con­ 
certed effort to select 
wom­ 
en with complications of preg- 
gancy which endanger not only 
the m other’s life, but the life 
and healthy development of her 
baby. We know, for exam p 1 e, 
that prem ature births are twice 
as likely to occur when mothers 
have inadequate parental care, 
and mental retardation occurs 
more frequently in prem ature 
births than in full-term births 
These 
women need 
thorough 
care not only during their pren­ 
atal period but during delivery 
and the post partum period.
